An act in alteration, and amendment, of an act entitled, 
“an act constituting the Supreme Court of J udicature, 
and County Courts, defining their powers and regu- 
lating judicial proceedings,”—and of an act entitled 
“an act making further provisions in the judiciary de- 
partment.” 


Sec. 1. It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly 
of the state of Vermont, that from and after the passing 
of this act, the supreme court af judicature shall consist 
of one chief judge, and three assistant judges ; and that. 
said court shall have original and exclusive jurisdiction 
of all crimes, misdemeanors, actions and causes of action, 
(except such as are made solely cognizable by justices 
of the peace) and exclusive appellate jurisdiction of all 
causes, civil and criminal, which are appealable from 
justices of the peace ; and the said court is hereby autho- 
rised to render judgment and give sentence thereon with 
costs, and award execution accordingly. 


Seco 2. Jt is hereby further enacted, that all appeals 
from the judgments ei justices of the peace, shall be 
taken,to the next jury term of said court for the same 
county ; and security for the prosecution thereof, shall 
be taken,and the appellee may file his complaint and have 
afirmance of judgment, in the same manner as provided 
by law in cases of appeals to the county court.
